SHACK AND TENT 
DWELLERS GIVEN 
NOTICE 10 MOVE 


Complaints in Regard to In-| 
sanitary Conditions Cause 
of All Trouble, 


HAVE UNTIL JUNE 
29 TO GET AWAY 


Applies to All | Located Where 
Sewer and Water Service 
is Obtainable, 


The problem of shacks and tent- 
dwellers located In the vicinity of 118th, 
119th and 120th streéts and Jasper ave- 
nue, north, is one that is at the pre- 
sent time furnishing the city with a 
great deal of perplexity. 

Under city by-law No. 121, 
and water service must be adhered to 
where the same is obtainable, Num- 
erous complaints from property own- 
ers in this section have led the city 
authorities to discover the fact that 
this by-law Js_ not being lived up to 
As a result banitery conditions are in 
many’ tfistances said to be not what 
they should be. 

Inspector Graham has therefore no- 
tified all such dwellers that they must 
vacate the premises, which they are 
now on, by June 29. ; 

It is pointed ont, however, that some 
six lots cannot be served with water 
and sewerage. These are in ciose 
proximity to those who have service. 
No restriction is made in the by-law 
forbidding the presence of shacks or 
tents on these later. The conditions 
therefore ore very little bettered in 
event of the dwellers being compelled 
to move off the first mentioned. They 
will likely merely transfer thelr place 
of abode to the last named six lots, 
and thus escape the arm of the law, 

Dr, T. H. Whitelaw, medical health 
officer, In expressing an opinion” on 
the matter to The Capital representa- 
tive yesterday, stated that he was of 
the opinion that reports had been more 
or less exaggerated as to the insani- 
tury conditions that are sald to exist, 

"Many of these people have been 
without work and are in embarrassing 
financial straights. It will no doubt 
work a great hardship on some of 
them if they are driven out,” sald the 
city health officer, “Then again, they 
may simply go a_ short distance and 
locate on the lots that cannot be serv- 
ed. These they cannot be forced to va- 
cate, and the situation Is then just as 
I believe 
that the majority,” he said, “are com- 
plying, as well as within their power, 
to live up to, with all sanitary regula- 
tions.” 

A strong objection has been raised 
by some property owners in communi- 
cations forwarded to Commissioner 
Booth, of safety and health. Desir- 
ing to improve property, they hold, by 
the erection of residences thereon, they 
do not feel inclined to do so, owing to 
the ungainly presence of the shacks in 
the netehborhood. 

The question as it stands ts one that 
assumes a very complex phase.

}make oath and say: 1, On no occasion 
whatsoever did I personally, directly 
or abled Mice advise or order ex-Chief 


Aagistrate Georee Massie went into 
the box at. the police Investigation this 
afternoon. Regarding Jew John or 
John Martin's disappearance, after 
having been admitted to ball, Mr. Mas- 
sie said that he had no information 
whatever that Martin was a well- 
known pickpocket at the time he fixed | 
the bail, He had 16 or 20 informations | 
laid before him every morning and It 
was impossible for him to inquire into 
the circumstances. Witness was un- 
der the Impression that It was one of 
the usual-cases in which a man had 
got drunk and lost his money ina 
house of prostitution. In such cases 
he was never able to get evidence 
enough to warrant a conviction. 

If you had been Informed that he 
was a pickpocket caught red-handed 
would that have altered the view you 
took of It? It certainly would. 

Witness sald whilst ho was in his 
office at the police station someone 
phoned and asked him what should 
be done with the money found on Mar- 
tin and said “keep it.” He thought It 
was the sergeant in charge who phoned 
him. He understood the bail would be 
the $100 found on Martin, $150 from 
William Wheeler and $160 from Rob- 
ert Willlams, 

Witness said that at the time of the 
gambling raid he thought. wien men 
were being sworn in court that some nf 
thein were not answering to their pro- 
per names. He understood that the 
men had been practically placed under 
arrest when they were taken from the 
gambling Joint. 

Police Prosecutor 
then called. 

Mr. Heffernan said that he had 
practically no information about Mar- 
tin’s case and no member of the pollce 
force explained to him that Martin 
was expected to Jump his bail. Re- 
garding the statement that he had ad- 
vised Deputy Chief Wright that they 
could not arrest Martin till be had 
jumped his bail, witness said that he 
told Wright, who asked if he should 
send a policeman down to Calgary for 
Martin, that he had better walt and 
see if he came back to Edmonton, as 
his bail was not due till Saturday. He 
told Wright he could send a policeman 
if he wanted, but had better arrange 
with the deputy attorney general to 
pay his expenses, 

Explains Lace Curtains. 

Commissioner Booth was again 
called. He said he did not ever re- 
member telling Lancey to “make a 
splash,” except, when there was not 
sufficient action during February he 
told Lancey that they had “better be 
doing something.” If Lancey ever 
mentioned the “policy of the adminis- 
tration,” he (Mr. Booth) had no idea 
that Lancey thought witness under- 
stood that policy covered allowing 
houses of prostitution to run.

Detective Kroning 

Detective Charles B, Kroning was 
the first witness called this morning. 
Mr. Kroning Xas had charge of the 
detective force in the city of Edmon- 
ton since June 1, He stated that he 
first joined the Edmonton force in Sep- 
tember of jast year, and resigned to 
become special agent of the G. T, 1,

Warrant Disappeared 

Regarding Jew John witness said a 
bench warrant was issued and it was 
tahen by someone off Detective Broad- 
rib's desk, 

Alderman Clarke objected to ‘ary 
questions being asked by Mr. Biggar 
relating to thugs which happened after 
the demand for the investigation wis 
made, 

Witness spoke about the woman 
Carmen Daily making a statement 
voluntarily to him that she had been 
asked for protection money by William 
Wheeler, Ho afterwards visited May 
Smith's house, He saw the declara- 
tions made by both Daily and Smith 
signed, The declarations were made 
separately by each woman and as they 
corresponded so exactly, he had in- 
formation laid against ’'Gene Barrett, 
who signed a statement that he had 
brought Wheeler to the house on the 
kpecific date.

“Fixer for Years”

tion from other crooks in the States 
and he fixed things up so that they 
could work, He spoke of two or three 
safe blowings, and hold up jobs and 
claimed that the men were still in town 
and could be got if they were wanted, 
T understood him to be referring to 
the police.”= He seemed to think that 
the; police knew where the djamonds 
were, He said that a plain clothes 
man had approached him and told him 
that if he kept his mouth shut and 
there was no prosecution he could have 
them back again, 

Did he say the crooks ought to have 
shown him some consideration?—He 
seemed to think that the consideration 
should have come from the police, 

“Go Between” Alleged. 

Witness stated further that Wheeler 
said he had been the go-between be- 
tween the crooks and the police for 
some years, and he thought the police 
were cognisant of where his diamonds 
were, and were doing nothing to get 
them for him. 

In reply to Alderman Clarke, witness 
said that he had come over from the 
south side in connecti-n with a com- 
plaint about a Chinese white slavery 
case, After seeing about it he and 
constable Robinson called in the Do- 
minion club. 

Ald, Clarke: Did you ever hear that 
Wheeler was offered a couple of de- 
tectives outside the police force alto- 
gether, to get him his diamonds ?—Wit- 
ness: No; not a word about that, 

Hector Chevrier was then called, He 
sald he was the secretary of the Na- 
mnyo Wine and Spirit company and a 
director. His father, brother and bro- 
ther-in-law were also in the business, 
and a member of the firm was always 
in the front store. 


Never Refused Anybody. 

Mr. Biggar: You had business with 
these women?—We don't refuse to sell 
to anybody,

Asked if he knew witness Larue, 
who had told the court that Chevrier 
had offered to fix things so that he 
could sell boose and run a house of 
prostitution, Chevrier admitted that 
Larue came to him at his store with 
such a proposition, stating, “I am go- 
ing to run a hook shop.

Larue asked 
him to see the culef of police for him 
and he refused. Then Larue asked him 
if he was not in favor of these things 
and he (Chevrier) replied: “I am in 
favor of sporting houses run by wo- 
men, but not by pimps." He never 
tried to arrange protection for - the 
women. 

Mr. Biggar: You never received mo- 
ney from the women in addition to the 
awount due for Nquor?—No sir; net at 
any lime. 

Lancey Was Sociable. 

Witness further stated that he aid 
not knew the woman Carmen Dally, 
though hy admitted that his store 
might have supplied her with liquor. 
He had visited Mr. Lancey frequently, 
had taken friends both from out of 
town and local friends and introduced 
them to Mr. Lancey. He had also tried 
to buy the St. Regis hotel with Mr, Al- 
len, from Mr. Lancey. He sald his vis- 
its were nothing but social calls and 
they would ask Mr. Lancey to have a 
drink with them.

UPON EDUCATION 


At a meeting held yesterday after- 
noon in the tndustrial chamber, civic 
building, the educational committee of 
the Welfare League took up for con- 
sideration the report of Dr. Myers on 
“Education,” In connection with the re- 
cent social survey of the city, 

Exception was taken to the report 
by the committee, The chief objections 
offered were that Dr. Myers had de- 
parted from the findings of the sub- 
committees who had assisted tn the 
work, and instead had injected opin- 
fons of his own. These constituted 
various branches, including schools 
library, the press and literature. 

They also contended that sufficient 
consideration was not given to separ- 
ate schools, therein, By way of direct 
action it was decided to hold tho re- 
port over. VV. Davidson, secretary of 
the Welfare League, was instructed to 
call upon each member for their Indl- 
vidual opinion. He will be asked to 
prepare a further report to be submit- 
ted to the council of the league. 

The report, it 1s understood, had also 
aroused considerable opposition from 
the school board, who, it Is said, ob- 
fect on the grounds of inaccuracy. 
Further, that the recommendations em- 
bodied in it are inexpert and do not 
show familiarity with the fundamental 
principles of education.

Returning to Alberta after an ab- 
sence of two years spent in California 
and the Pacific coast, Joseph Toane, a 
former resident of this district, ts loud 
in his rraises of the quality of farm 
lands in the vicinity of Edmonton, 

“As a country for mixed farming, 
cattle and hog raising, the land around 
here is far ahead of that in any other 
part I have visited,” said Mr, Toane to 
The Capital representative yesterday. 
“In Fresnal county, California, land 
runs from $200 to $600, and as high as 
$800 an acre, It is, of course, Yargety 
used for raising fruit, but even then 
the average farmer does not do much 
better than break even, take year in 
and vear out, 

"At Sacramento, where T spent some 
time, farm land runs about 3400 an 
acre, They will tell you that they can 
take off two or three crops In a year, 
but I found that this is not so. The 
first crop of alfalfa usually runs about 
two tons to the acre, but the second 
does not amount to much, There ts 
only one crop of grain. The principal 
market for thelr hay is San Francisco, 
where the price runs from $8.90 to 
$12.00 a ton. 

“At Cottonwood dairy lands run from 

250 to $450 an acre, Very little of this 
is good clear land, except in the val- 
leys. At the same time necessary irri- 
gation is called for and is quite an
